THE  SEROTA  COLLECTION 

PORTLAND,  MAINE 

Mr.  Serota,  the  well  known  antiquarian  of  Portland,  Maine,  has 
instructed  the  American  Art  Association  to  sell  his  collection  now  on 
exhibition  in  its  galleries.  Mr.  Serota  began  gathering  American  Fur- 
niture in  the  northeast  many  years  ago  before  the  intensive  search  that 
proceeds  today,  with  the  result  that  he  has  acquired  a  greater  variety 
in  type  than  is  to  be  obtained  at  the  present  time.  He  has  included  a 
recent  notable  acquisition  consisting  of  many  of  the  furnishings  from 
the  dwindling  Shaker  Community  of  Sabbath  Day  Lake,  Maine.  Much 
of  this  property  was  bequeathed  to  the  Community  over  a  hundred 
years  ago. 

The  Pilgrim  Furniture  of  the  Seventeenth  Century  is  represented 
by  numerous  chairs,  very  varied  in  type  and  including  Ladder  and 
Baluster  Back  examples,  a  finely  carved  Hickory  Armchair  very  rem- 
iniscent of  the  Carolean  Period,  and  a  Daybed  carved  in  a  similar 
manner.  Among  the  Oak  and  Walnut  Chests  is  one  with  exceptionally 
interesting  "Sunflower"  carving. 

The  Pine,  Maple  and  Hickory  Tables  include  Butterfly,  Tavern, 
Trestle,  and  Sawbuck  Specimens,  one  of  these,  fifteen  feet  in  length, 
acquired  from  the  Shaker  Community.  There  are,  also,  a  number  of 
fine  early  Highboys  in  Walnut  and  Maple. 

The  Eighteenth  Century  is  more  largely  represented  with  Windsor 
and  carved  Mahogany  Chairs,  singly  and  in  unusual  sets.  Duncan 
Phyfe  is  seen  at  his  simplest  and  best  in  a  set  of  twelve  irreproachably 
made  Mahogany  Chairs.  A  Carved  Mahogany  Tete-a-tete  given  to 
William  Savery,  with  a  strong  Chippendale  influence,  is  a  fine  tribute 
to  the  American  craftsmanship  of  that  period. 

There  are  numerous  small  Sewing  Tables,  Card,  Console,  Break- 
fast, Dining  and  other  tables  of  simple  distinction.  Fine  Bureaux, 
Desks,  Lowboys,  Sideboards,  Pine  Shell  Cupboards,  and  Dressers,  Sec- 
retary Bookcases,  and  Highboys  of  sound  craftsmanship  demonstrate 
the  great  taste  and  activity  of  the  American  Cabinet  Makers  during 
the  Eighteenth  Century.  Several  Breakfast  Tables  and  a  Sideboard 
by  Duncan  Phyfe  are  singularly  simple  and  more  than  commendable. 


A  Carved  Mahogany  Highboy  with  original  brasses,  by  William  Savery 
of  Philadelphia,  is  undoubtedly  the  most  charming  individual  specimen 
in  the  collection.   This  is  in  its  original  highly  polished  condition. 

Amongst  the  Early  Glass  is  a  small  collection  of  rare  Sandwich 
Cup  Plates,  Bowls,  Lustres,  and  Lamps. 

The  Hook  Rugs  boast  of  many  examples  wrought  with  novel  mo- 
tives and  charming  colors.

CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  Rejection  of  bids:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the 
article  "offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  may  be  rejected  by 
ii,,.  auctioneer  If  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

II  The  buyer:  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute  arises 
between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the  same  or  put  up  for 
re  sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

III  Identification  and  deoosit  by  buyer:  The  name  of  the  buyer  of  each  lot  shall 
be  given  immediately  OH  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  SO  required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a 

card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for  which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address. 

A  deposit  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the 
purchase  prices  as  may  be  required. 

If  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with,  the  lot  or  lots  so  pur- 
chased may  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

IV.  Bisk  alter  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer, 
and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers'  risk,  and  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible' for  the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  lire, 
breakage  however  occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

V  Delivery  of  purchases:  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only  upon 
payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

VI  Receipted  bills:  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  receipted 
bill  V  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized  and  honored  as  an  order 
by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a 
receipted  hill  is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should 
immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss. 

VII.  Storage  in  default  of  prompt  payment  and  calling  for  goods:  Articles  not 
paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent  by  noon  of  the  day  following 
that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the  Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to 
and  stored  in  some  warehouse  until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser, 
and  the  cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against 
the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will 
be  upon  the  purchaser. 

In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the 
day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any 
other  stipulation  in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots 
included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale  thereof  or  to 
re-sell  the  same  at  public  or  private  sale  without  further  notice  for  the  account  of  the 
buyer  and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible  for  any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and  expenses 
sustained  in  so  doing.

Guaranty:  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot  cor- 
rectly and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  sale  to  point  out  any  error, 
defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either  by  the  owner  or  the  Association 
of  the  correctness  of  the  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and 
no  sale  will  be  set  aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloging  or  imper- 
fection not  noted  or  pointed  out.    Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse. 

Every  lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and  the  Asso- 
ciation will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of  any  trustworthy  expert  to  the  effect  that 
any  lot  has  been  incorrectly  catalogued  and  in  its  judgment  may  thereafter  sell  the  lot 
aseatalogued  or  make  mention  of  the  opinion  of  such  expert,  who  thereby  will  become 
responsible  for  such  damage  as  might  result  were  his  opinion  without  foundation. 

X.  Records:  The  records  of  the  Auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  m  all  cases  to 
be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  cases  be  accepted  by  both  buyer  and 
seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or  damage  shall  lie. 

XI.  Buying  on  order:  Buying  or  bidding  by  the  Association  for  responsible 
parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail,  telegraph,  or  telephone,  if  conditions  permit, 
will  he  faithfully  attended  to  without  charge  or  commission.  Any  purchases  so  made 
will  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions  of  sale,  except  that,  in  the  event  of  a  purchase 
of  a  lot  of  one  or  more  books  by  or  for  a  purchaser  who  has  not  through  himself  or  his 
agent  been  present  at  the  exhibition  or  sale,  the  Association  will  permit  such  lot  to  be 
returned  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  sale,  and  the  purchase  money  will  be  refunded 
if  the  lot  differs  from  its  catalogue  description. 

Orders  for  execution  bv  the  Association  should  be  given  with  such  clearness  as 
to  leave  no  room  for  misunderstanding.  Not  only  should  the  lot  number  be  given, 
but  also  the  title,  and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be  so  much  for  the  lot.  and  when  the 
lot  consists  of  one  or  mire  volumes  of  books  or  objects  of  arts,  the  bid  per  volume 
or  piece  should  also  be  stated.  If  the  one  transmitting  the  order  is  unknown  to  the  Asso- 
ciation, a  deposit  must  be  sent  or  reference  submitted.  Shipping  directions  should  also 
be  given. 

Priced  Caralo<rues:  Priced  copies  of  the  catalogue,  or  any  session  thereof,  will  be 
furnished  by  the  Association  at  charges  commensurate  with  the  duties  involved  in  copy- 
ing the  necessarv  information  from  the  records  of  the  Association.
